Since 和 ou D. Nichols originated 
in 9an Francisco and since the 
U.S$，9Supreme Court remanded 
the case back to the Eederal 
District Court in San Francisco on 
January 21，1974，considerable 
national attention has been fo- 
cused on the response and acti- 
vities in the San Francisco Unified 
School District (SEUSD).， What 
kind of “appropriate remedy”or 
educational plan w 训 the San 
Francisco school system develop to 
meet the mandate of the Supreme 
CourtP? Obviously，a coOUrt- 
approved “remedy”or plan w 训 
have nation-wide implications. 


Last week，we briefly reviewed .

Unfortunately，the same kind of 
Positive Iesponse could not be 
reported about San Francisco, the 
city that originated the case， In 
this second and final part of the 
report for 下 ast/West，we w 记 
examine the response or lack of 让 
in San Francisco.

Poliitics of Cotmnting 
According to statistics released 
shortly_ after the Za D，Nicjhogs 


decision, there were 6.511 limited 
English-speaking students in the 
SFEUSD.， Of these，2,330 were 
Chinese，1,860 Spanish-speaking， 
1,076 Filipino，187 Koreans，151 
Samoans，124 Japanese and 782 
other languages. The 6,511 figure 


_Tepresents a drop of about 30 匈 


from 9,084 in 1973.， The drastic 
reduction completely and inexpli- 
cably reverses the rising trend 
established since 1969 when the 
School district first。 registered 
5,269 limited English-speaking 
children. Curiously enough，the 
number for 1975 went up to 
9,401，excluding some 500 Viet- 
namese students who entered the 
school system last fall.

Ethnic ' composition of school 
enrollment displays even more 
startlingly trend of diminishing 
white students. Anti-busing senti- 
ment and lack of public confi- 
dence in school performance un- 
doubtedly contributed to the 
deterioration of school enroll:- 


ment. In 1974-75 school year, the - 


total school enrollment was 73,040 
or a net loss of 20,165 students 
from 93,205 five years before 
when a court-order school integra- 
tion went into effect，VWithin this 
same five-year period, the percen- 
tage of minority students in- 
creased from 58.9% to 73.17. In 
spite of these demographic trends， 
the white population continues to 
have almost full control of not 
only the citys elected offices， 
appointed ”positions and civil 
service system, but also the school 
board, administration ,and teach- 
ing personnel， Herein lies the 
major barrier toward bringing the 
schooldistrict intocomPpliance with 
the 克 cuwD, Nichols decision， 


All these figures mean that the 
results of the annual census of 
limited 下 nglish-speaking students 
conducted by the district are 
totally inadequate and unreliable 
and there is a possibility that 
politics may have entered the 
enumeration process， This con- 
clusion is partially substantiated 
by ” a _ home language .survey 
conducted by the district in 1972. 
The result of that survey shows 
that there, were 20,000 students， 
about 20 允 of total enrollment， 
whose primary or home language 
were other than English .

Identification of the educa- 
tional and language needs of 
limited English-speaking students 
is of course the first step toward 
devising adequate educational re- 
sponse and eventual basis for 
evaluating the quality and effect- 
iveness of . these Programs for 
students of different language and 
cultural backgrounds， 

Three types of program in San 


Francisco are generally prescribed 
for students of limited nglish- 
speaking ability : 

(1) Sink-or-Swim 了 Program : 
students are put into English-only 
classes with no assistance. 

(2) 了 ESL Pull-out Program : stu- 
dents are pulled out of all-English， 
regular classes each day for 40 
minutes of English as a second 
language (ESL), and 

(3) Bilingual-Bicultural 了 quca- 
tion Program (BBE): a full-time 
program of instruction in which 
two languages， mother tongue 
and English,，are used as mediums 
of instruction with full appre- 
ciation of the history and cultural 
heritage of these children， Stu- 
dents enrolled in the first two 
programs are therefore deriving 
no benefit at all. In other words， 
they get the kind of education that

The $2.5 million 
represents about 2% of the total 
district budget; the meager in- 
ierease was not even sufficient to 
over the cost of living increase. 
However， Federal and state funds 

or BBE increased sharply from 
982,000 to about $2 million 
between 1974 and 1975. 

-It is clear that the district is still 
hot putting its Own resources into 
BBE programs and is depending 
most solely on Federal and State 
and-outs-to Support BBE now 
andated by the Supreme Court.

Comclusio7 

Based on this survey，we may 
conclude that the Chinese Amer- 
ican community, through the case 
of 蕊 ov D. Nichols, has made a very 
Significant national contribution 
toward a definitive recognition of 
the legal rights of non-English- 
speaking Americans，numbering 
some 33.2 million or 16% of the 
total U.S，population in 1970. 
Already the _ decision has made 
important legislative impacts in 
“the last two years on education， 
voting rights，social services and 
the judicial system . 

Secondly, important legal，pol- 
itical and legislative Progress in 
BBE has been made at the 
national level and in various states 
as a result of the decision， 
However，both Federal and state 
government must take aggressive 
and thorough-going steps in en- 
forcing the_ decision and provide 
leadership and funds for more 
BBE programs and research . 

Thirdqly,， the San Francisco 
experience clearly demonstrates 
that law and order could be 
treated by school administrators 
with contempt and disregard and 
that redistribution of school re- 
sources and，more importantly， 
power of decision-making，must 
take place before the school system 
can begin to meet the educational 
needs of:students from: different 
language and _ cultural back- 
grounds. 

The U.S$. -Supreme Court is 
indeed correct in calling the San 
Francisco ”school program  “a 
mockery of public education.” It is 
set UP to _ guarantee failure of 
minority and poor white students， 
fter all，enough people，mostly 
minorities, must be channeled into 
the low-paying，low-Prestige，te- 
dious and insecure jobs common- 
ly classified as service, clerical and 
technical categories. 

The ZLauw decision has made 
important contributions toward 
recognizing the rights of mon- 
English-speaking Americans and 
has helped put together a strong 
coalition of minority communities 
in San Francisco，California and 
nation-wide to fight for meaning- 
ful change in our social institu- 
tions，However，1jlike Brotm 712. 
Boarad of Eduvcation, these changes 
will not come easy and fast. 
Persistence and unity among the 
ignored and oppressed thus far 
seem to be the key to any

These criticisms do not just 
reflect Seetos opinions, but derive 
from a report by Congressman 
Norman Y. Mineta on the South- 
east Asian refugees.

There were not many anti-war 
advocates during World War II 
Chinese.people all the more had 
no reason not to Support the war 
effort against Japan. Although 
some Chinese Americans volun- 
tarily enjisted，most were drafted 
and entered the service Tather 
reluctantly. This was because 
compared to other Americans， 
military life for Chinese was quite 
different. For a Chinese not only 
abandoned everything in leaving 
behind family and friends，bnut 
most difficult of all he had to leave 
behind the familiar environs of 
Chinatown (where one always felt 
more safe and assured during a 
time of great racial discrimina- 
.fion.) Entering a strange，totally 
Western world，one always felt 
isolated and wary of the future， 

SOLDIERS 

Newly arrived Chinese immi- 
grants who were ”living like 
Prisoners on Angel Island wrote a 
considerable amount of poetry in 
describing their own frustration 
caused by isolation and doubts 
about the future, Although a good 
many Chinese American soldqiers 
had passed through Angel Island， 
they didnt belong to that genera- 
tion of writers who could only 
bemoan their Plight by writing 
melancholy poetry，These soldqiers 
were all born after the May 
Fourth Movement，'and had all 


Chinese Americans in World War1l 


received at least a middle school 
education，Since they were all 
adept at writing in a narrative， 
factual style，supplementary 
sections ”of Chinatown news- 
papers， especially the Chinese 
Times，were _ filled with their 
reports describing military jife. 
(At the time the Chinese Times 
offered a special subscription rate 
for soldqiers，so that subscriptions 
going through APO were given a 
50% discount. Therefore, many of 
the long term subscribers to _ the 
paper were soldiers)， 

Perhaps Present day Chinese 
American historians will be ableto 
collect these writings and choose 
the most representative selections 
and form an anthology. The value 
of these writings certainly should 
not be placed beneath the poetry 
written at Angel Island which is 
Presently being collected by his- 
torians，These newspaper reports 
depicting military life were much 
more emotionally charged than 
what was being written by poets 
at Angel Jsland.， These poets 
bemoaned the fact that they were 
from a weak country and that 
they had suffered enough from 
foreign humiliation. In their 
writings，they were unable to 
remove themselves _ from pessi- 
mistic feelings: However， the 
newspaper accounts written by 
Chinese Americans fighting over- 
seas were most colorful. Some of 
these were indignant accounts of 
their longing for China's recovery， 
Some told of the indescribable 
agony of racial discrimination: 
Some were accounts of their 


carefree times in Italy sharing 
cognac with beautiful women， 
And some of these were straight- 
forward and humorous accounts 
describing waiting in line to visit 
brothels in Germany.These 
vivid，realistic writings not only 
caused us to feel empathy，bnut 
further served as a friendly line of 
communication to those of us 
removed from the 全 ghting， 


WELCOME ， 

During this time Chinese living 
in various communities across the 
country went out of their way to 
welcome their brethren in uni- 
form. Chinese businessmen living 
near military camps often gave 
parties to _ welcome Chinese sol- 
diers， These people sought to 
reduce the soldiers feelings “of 
loneliness by extending kind hos- 
pitajlity to them 


I believe that even up to the 
present， these World War 工 
veterans ask themselves the fol- 
lowing questions: “Were those 
years Spent in the service really 
worth it?”“Compared to those 
who became prosperous by re- 
maining here deferments and who 
were eventually exempted from 
the draft，weren't we really asked 
to pay too great of a PricepP 
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At this time，outside of a_ very 
small number of people serving in 
essential industry jobs (among 
whom were included news re- 
porters), the only avenue open to 
those applying for deferments was 
to engage in some kind of farm 
work， Agricultural Production 
was exceedingly important，since 
in addition to supplying the rear 


area，food products had to be 
shipped to the front lines and to 
our allies. As we often experienced 
food shortages (meat was 
rationed) farmers were given 


deferments， Many People who 


were completely uninitiated in 
tilling the land took up farm 
work. Yetthis way out of the dra 太 
was not without its difficujlties 
First of all, one had to make a cash 
payment before qualifying to be 
hired. Once on the farm，workers 
Teceived no wages、，and Were 
expected to assist in doing every- 
thing， Besides having to _ endure 
the scorching sun，workers suffer- 
ed even more from a poverty of 
Spirit， Many workers returned to 
their draftboards and gladly en- 
listed after having only worked'a 
couple of weeks in the fields，

kong and Shanghai Banking Corp. 
here last week. 

The Hongkong bank has had a 
branch in Shanghai continuously 


Since 1865， except during the 
Japanese occupation in World 
War II. The only other Western 
bank recently Permitted to main- 
tain a branch in Shanghai is the 
Chartered Bank of London， 

Since Shanghai still is China's 
most important trading port, these 
two banks _ naturally handle a 
large part of the export-import 
jetter of credqit business and their 
officers are well informed about
